Civil Wer in the South—There is prospect of 
commotion m Alabama, among the whites, on the 
part of the government, and the Creek Indiuns, of 
which, from present appearances, the almost certain 
results will be carnage, rapine, and bloodsied. I: 
seems that numerous white settlers, having bought 
lands from irresponsible Creek Indians, have taken 
posseemon of ther property against the consent of the 
chiefs of the tribe. These purchasers have requested 
the a'd of the national government to protect their 
estates, while Governor Garuz, of Alabaiaa, taking 
part with the Indians, has ordered out the militia to 
fight the Uusted States’ troops, who may be employed 
m the business. It seems very clear that the nghts 
of the Indians have been grievously invaded ; that they 
have been outrageously cheated and encroached up- 
on; and it remains to be seen whether the government 
will wink at the fraud. It appears that the land in 
questtag was ceded to the United Staves by the com- 
pact with Georgia in 1802, and formed part of the Mis- 
aissipp: Terntory, now erected into the states of Ala- 
bama and Mississippi. In 1807, Congress passed a 
law, authorising the Federal executive to employ such 
“military force” as he may think proper to remove 
intruders upon any lands “ ceded to the United States 
by any treaty made with a foreign nation, and by ces- 
sion from any state in the union.” 

The state of Alabama was subsequently formed, in- 
cluding this portion of the Creek country, and by a 
late treaty for the removal of the Indians, ratified by 
the senate in the spring of last year, after deciding the 
mode of survey and regulatung the Indian rights of se- 
lecting reservations, it was directed that mtruders 
shall be removed in the same way as “ provided by 


law” in the case of the public lands—that is, accord. 
ing to the act of 1807, by “ military foree,” if neces. 
sary. 


The opmion of the attoraey gencral lately publish. 
ed, states the principle of this nght of removal to be 
that of a proprietor to retain possession of lis own 
property, by expelling trespassers, and putung ciaim- 
ants to their remedy in @ civil action, instead of per- 
mitting the naked fact of possesmon to exclude the 
acknowledged owner.
